Organization of Journal: Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes 
provide descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a ‘’Docu- 
ment Section’’ and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with the prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an ‘‘Index Section’’ and provide access to the Resumes by 
Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

In 1985-86 the “Women in the Technical Curric- 
ula” project was developed at Queensborough Com- 
munity College to encourage more women to 
choose a technical curriculum and to provide sup- 
port services to help them successfully complete the 
curriculum. The project activities were designed to 
eliminate the stereotype of mathematics and related 
careers as masculine domains. Female tutors and 


help women develop confidence in their mathemat- 
ics ability. The retention rate for women in technical 
curricula increased from 53% to 61.2% after expo- 
sure to the new program. In addition, the dropout 
rate for women in remedial mathematics decreased 
at the end of the experimental year compared to the 
previous 2 years. An expanded _—- emphasizing 
career education and targeting local high school se- 
niors was implemented in the 1988-89 school year.

Stock is retained for only 
approximately six months; issues older than that are generally not available from 
GPO. Orders from foreign sources cost 25% additional, as shown in the table 
below.
